Department Continues 
Two Weeks More 

. A larffo niidicnco braved the snow- 
storm to licar the second lecture of 
the . special series .irr.ang-cil for the 
public. Thai many people in the MUl- 
dlc Afros did not s!cop aw.iy from 
their homes all their lives was point- 
ed out <by Professor ^\^^ush in the 
theatre of the Physics BuildinR yes- 
terday. The .suhject chosen was •"Travel 
in the Middle Ag-es," .and Vrofcssor 
Waugrh dealt with it in a manner 
whicli delighted his lie.ircr,". 

In Iniroducing: nl? loplc, tne speaker 
emphasiaed the difference between 
the travel of the twentieth and that 
of the Tnedicva.1 period, not as to 
conditions, but as to motive. Travel 
is Jiow tindcrtaUen as a. very distinct 
and accrpicrl form of plcnsuro, but 
in earlier times the clemeni of enjoy- 
ment was almost entirely absent, and 
travcUers were tliose who were worthy 
of sjTnpathy and prayers. Regarding 
the lamentable conditions in which 
travelling was Ciflen un(!crt.xkon_ Prof. 
Wa.ugh said tli.il the improvement of 
these conditions wag considered an 
alms in much the same way that the 
relief ol "the poor would be looked on 
now. 

After painting; a rather sad picture 
of the general conditions which exist- 
ed on the highways and river cross- 
ings, the lecturer answered the per- 
tinent question of why people did 
tra.vcl at all. Kings and nobles and 
their trains' miidc a practice of 
toiirncring;- fnnti-DTic 'estatéitô- »n»ther' 
largely ~boca.use-tho"''e3ctent of their 
entertainment soon ate up the produce 
of any one repion. Some semblance 
of regujarlty was seen in the work 
of the carriers, who plied thoir trade 
from town to town: an example of 
tho speed at which they travelled was 
the making of ibe journey from 
London to Norwich in about four 
days. This is a .la.unt that can be 
done to-day in two hours by express- 
train. 

The rates oS carrying goods in those 
da}"s were not exorbitant, amounting 
In the IDth century to twopence per 
ton per mile. Besides the carriers, the 
ruads were frequented 'by a host of 
peddlers, slroUing-players, messengers 
of noblemen and students; but all 
those were pooplc -who travelled of 
necessity, and not from any idea of 
pleasure. 

Emphiisis Wiia laid on the fact that 
'.hough it is not difficult to find » 
large number of references to travel 
In the literature of the middle ages, 
the average man and woman did not 
traiN'cl at all. There Avcre many people 
■vvlio did not sleep aw-ay from homo 
all tbelr life. 

Of those who did lra,vci. the major- 
ity did so by horseback. Several 
amusing slides were shown, one of 
which showed a. woman riding astride. 
Thus the pniolico of riding astride 
is not a recent development. The 
carriers of baggage usually employed 
vehicles of a Kind; but they were 
hardly of a type to suit thorn to ajiy- 
thing else, and although there are 
stories of the giving of rides to fool- 
travellers for small considerations, 
their journey must have been far from 
pleasant. 

"For those wlio were very rich" 
continued Protos.sor Waugh, "'there 
were carriages. But tlieso wfre far 
from ttltraotlvc and were llt/llc better 
than fcunnela on TThcclH. Besides, they 
wero unusually expensive coating

"tjlouds and Cloud P'ormatliins" «a.s 
the subject of it .very intcVcsting il- 
liislnacd lecture dcllvcreil la.st night 
in the 1{. v. C. Hall by Dr. W. ,1. 
Iliimphre.vs to the Sigma. XI Society. 
Dr. Humphreys la ;i very capalilu loc- 
Inrcr ;ind \s woll-kiunvn as a iniMoo- 
rulog'st and particularly hy his book 
on "Physics of the ycjir." Tlie sot of 
slides shown was' extremely good, 
flr.^t from a cloud study standpoint 
and ."ccondly from a scenic stand- 
point — the plotnrea being taken for 
Ibc grc.-itcr part from tlic mountain 
regions of the world. 

Dr. Ihnniihrcys was Introduced by 
Dr. Kve who spoke In, place of the 
c.hnirmnn of l.ho conference wli'ch Is 
at present. under way. 

'Plie speaker In his opening remarks 
cxpn\Hse,l his pleasure and apprecla.- 
tion of being back at McGllj .and In 
Montreal. Hy way of introduction Dr. 
lliimi>hre.vs discussed clouds In a iren- 
cral way .stating that it had been 
figured out thai on the average about 
Ui.000,000 tons of water fall per s'-c- 
oiid on llie siirf.iOf nf tho f;irtli, lie 
I'hcn explained evaporation and con- 
densation. He pointed out that i-lunds 
as a rule only form when there are 
dust panicles in the air, and that if 
these be removed there would be no 
clouds except under condit'ons of 
supcr-.^atnration. This fact Was first 
discovered by .a Frenchman in 1S75 
but ihe results of his, woVk: ■were lost 
and In ISSO a. Scotchman named Alr- 
kcn discovered and proved tliat cloud 
formation was duo to extremely fine 
du.>!t particles in the a'r and It was 
jpJloXn . .tli.»twUJld.cv,^£upcr-Batura- 
tîon condensation occurred due to the 
presence of electrons. 

Dr. Humphreys then started to show 
litis' collection of .slides, many of which 
arc the best of their kind ever Uikrn. 
His first few slides dealt witli tlic 
formation of fog.-? — fogs on the pular 
seas, radiation fogs, advcclion fogs 
drifting in from lhe sca'und so "on. 
He the showed a picture of Luke 
Howard, the Bnglishman who gave 
the clouds their names — Cirrus. Stra- 
tus. Cumulus and Niinlnis. 'I'lii.s was 
the first time that the clouds had 
bf'on given names that were univer- 
sally adopted and w:i.s in Ihe year 
1S03. ftlodern study has only added 
variations to Ihegy four names. 

The ne.\i set of slldp.s llluslrat'«] 
very ■well the various kinds ;iii(] groups 
of clouds. The slides tliai foilowod 
dealt in the main wiUi tlic actn.al 
format'on of the clouds tlieniselve.s. 
\'i.'ry striking pictures were .shown 
'in Ihe formation of clouds over l)usli 
til-'".' and .s^vi'i-al ri.'iiin rl;;i bio roriii.-i- 
tiuiis ovi.'r V(jli:annLS, wliili, iiiîciillar 
forniatiijiis on inoiiiil.i.!ii nidr» [iruv^d 
inleresL'ng from tlio spectaxjiilar polnl 
of view. There wnjj a very good pic- 
ture of tho "table cloth" 'cloud over 
the f.amoiis Tîiblo Mountain In South 
Al'rlc-i, v.'liile furiiiiitirjiis ov<:r Ivrakii.- 
toa, Siiiinitra, and lioiioliiln iirovi'd 
of iiil/ri.sl. Dr. Humphreys dealt witli 
the formations on the sleep cliffs of 
Honolulu near which • the r.a'nfali 
amounts to -lOO Indies a year while 
only five' miles inland the rainfall is 
only 30 inches. Photos of "Scarf" 
clouds. •'I''uniiel" and "Tornado" 
clouds followed. A rainbow plioto was 
sliow4i which. It was stjited, wnjj Uhe 
l>csl of lis k'nd ever taken— sliwving 
tijj It did the primary and secondary 
rainbows as well jis several snbsidary 
oni's under lln; main bow. Homo re- 
ma rkablo photographs of lightning 
followed. 

At the close of tho locturo Or. Hum- 
phrey* commented upon the extreme- 
ly sinull quantity of water acliially 
jjresent In ti, dense fog or cloud — Ihe 
voliiin(< of a ilcijsi' fog Indus about 
100,000 times that of tlic aclii;il watin- 
present. Aftxa- a, hearty applause a 
vote of thanks wns moved wh'ch w.'i.s 
again endorsed hy I'hc audience.

Latham and Reich Give Good 
Addresses 

MANY PRESENT 

Papers on History of Social- 
ism Very Well Prepared 

According to some of tho professorit 
present last night at the meeting of 
the Kconomic"! Cinli. two of the moit- 
carefully delivered addresses ever 
delivered before it Tverc heard, when 
Nathan Reich and Allan B. Ljitiiam 
.*<poko on "The International Organi- 
zation of Socialism." 

'The idea of socialism is not a 
dre.am of the twentieth century." began , 
Reich -"but the fact Is that interna- 
tionalism Is as old ,a3 tho beginning 
ot civilization. When thi,>t ide.a sprung 
up suddenly in the ISth century^ It 
was but the resurrection ot an old 
Ideal. 

"If .a labour party Ig to succeed tri 
Its ide<al.>t, it must be or.:;anii!nd on 
a,n Intornii.tlonal basis, in conjunction 
with labour p.artier. In other countries.' 
ft must be realized at once that ft 
new social .<iy.<»tem cannot succeed if 
organized in an Isol.ated manner. 

"The hisiorj- ot intcrn,i.t:on.aIl.sm goes 
•'oack as far na I^ii^. '.vhi^n an ex- 
hibition in London g.ave ,a ch.ance to 
labourites from all parts of the world 
to discuss labour problems. . When 
they left London, they had reailzed 
the identity ot labour problems in 
different parts of the world.. This 
resulted in IS61 In the formation of an 
International labour organization. It 
was, however, very weak. Though 
they had all the same aiin and ideal, 
they had different views as to llie 
means wiiereby tlils goal could be 
attained. This society had completely 
died by 1S76. .After this there was. :i 
slow growth ot. - different n.atiimaîi 
organizations, and they becamo?» 
strong th.at two^congresaps wero held- ' ,•; 
in Paris, In order to federate these 
unions. Thus the second Internationale 
came into e.xistence. The attitude ot ' 
this organization waa strongly ag-ainst ■f 
war. They •ri'-d their utmost to 
stop the war of 1314, but the strugglevg 
was not halted, and the resiiit^^^^K 
the dashing to pieces of thls^'lhWr-' 
national. Finally in 192v at Hambtirg 
the Fourth Internationale was formed 
quite different from the Third Inter- - 
nationale at .Moscow which believes in 
commun'sm. Their alms are the same 
but the ways and means ot arriving 
at these endis is the bone of conten- 
tion."

And so it is witii that 
younger child of invention,' the radio; the man on the street 
talks casually of wave-lengths and condensers, and in doing so 
quite persuades himself that tliere is nothing of note about it 

We might go on multiplying examples in other fields, and 
they, would but serve to bring out the same conclusion — that we 
have lost our real insight intp the common things of .life. We 
have too many examples of the "Peter Bell" of %hom Words- 
worth wrote, 

"A primrose by the river's brim 
A yellow primrose was to him. 
And it was nothing more." 
In this ultra-material world of our's we' need to retain 
'much of the spirit of wonder and romance which the young child 
possesses. Too easily do we throw away our Santa-.Claus and our 
fairies; for. we find, when it is too late, that there is nothing 
leftvin life in which we may find our romance.

upon atmospheric condllinna, ap ip- 
vcaled by Iho colour of tbp sky und 
the appearance of the .sun, iiioou_ inul 
st-nra. This is no now discovery- 
When the Ph.irlRCcs and Sadducces 
asked .Icsns to show them a sign from 
heaven, he .s.i.ld: "When It Is eve- 
nUc \p .sHy, It will be fair wcallior 
^lr the sky is i-pd. .\nd In the moiii- 
inp. It will be foul wealbcr today, for 
Hie sky Is red and loworing." Those 
saying-a from tho Xe.w Tcsltimenl 
represent ruiTPct observai Ions. / 
rod morninp- lni|>lios a inoisl .almos 
pherc: hence rain may bo ejcpeclcd 
later in the day. A red ovcninj; 
.sky means that the air contains so 
little moisture thnl rain within the 
coming: 24 hours Is improbable. To 
explain this paradox, wliich h.is to 
do -with condensation of moisture 
into droplets and also with ccrt.iln 
principles of optics, woiiltl lake loo 
long, but it la entirely accurate. 

If at evening the sky aloii;^ llio 
western horizon is ycllowisli oi 
.çrccnl-'h, it means thai there is Ilttio 
moisture in the air, .md that the nest 
day . will be fair. But- If at evening 
the sky is overc.ist with a. uijiform 
gray, the atmosphere aloft Is satu- 
raited with moisture and tho next 
day Is likely to be rainy. 

The air in always heavily l.iden 
■with dust, upon •which moisture con- 
denses. If 'there is enotierh moisture 
in the atmosphere, droplets arc 
formed end fall as rain. Hain dries 
tho air by taklnç water out of it 
and at ' the .samo time cleans it of 
dTJst. It Is on this fact that the old 
saying "Rain before seven clear be- 
fore eleven" Is based; for early 
morning rain often clears the atmos- 
phere of water, causing tho .weather 
to clear. 

Much dust, or smoke, in I he at- 
mo.snJicrc m.ake3 the sun look rod, 
.and tho color i.s deepened by the 
presence of moisture. When tho ;i|r 
Is heavily charged with dust particles 
that have become laden with mois- 
ture, you seo tho sun as a fiery red 
ball. Thus a very rod sun obvlollHly 
suggests a damp .•itmosphore, protn- 
iaing r.iin. Tlicro Ik truth In the 
old saying, "A red sun has water in 
his eye." 

Notwilli.staiuling ri very common 
impression to Hio contiiiry, llie moon 
has no influence worlli ineuMutilng 
upon weather. iJuL Us appearance 
depends upon conditions of the at- 
mosphere, .-ind lieiico affords u.sofiil 
liidlcations.

l''verywhero In tho temperate 
zniics tho |>reva,iling winds move 
from west lo cast and hence noa.rly 
all storms do the same. Considering 
the r.uV that the . rainbow (a. purely 
optical pliPiionicnnn) always Is seen 
on the side of tlio observer opposite 
to the sun, Iho shower that gives nn 
evening rainbow usually Is moving 
farther aw;i.y from llio place of ob- 
servation, .'111(1 Iboreby promises a 
clearing of the sky. In oilier words. 
.-i.n evening rainbow, being seen In 
tho cast, foretells fair weather for 
the morrow. On the other hand, a 
moriiiiip rainbow, seen always 'In the 
west. Indicates an approaching 
shower. 

Tlio rainbow can appear only when 
the rain is falling and the sun shin- 
ing simultaneously IC seen to wind- 
ward, rain may bp CNpcctpd, for the 
shower Is appro.Tchincr. If to lee- 
ward, no rain can come from that 
shower, for already it is receding. 

Smoke from a chimney will afford 
you an Indication of coming weather. 
Tf It rises high, dispcr.'sos and soon 
dlsappear.<;, tho inference is that tho 
air is dry and iheroforo that there 
is no near pro.spoct of rain. If,, on 
the other hand, it floats slowly axvay 
in .n. rather compact body and grad- 
ually descends, tho obvious conclu 
sion is that the 'particles composini 
it aro l?iden heavily ivllh moisture 
condensed from Iho atniosphcrc; and 
accordingly, rain may bo expected. 

Tho amateur weather prophet 
often in;iy obtain .some advance in- 
formation from tho way in which the 
clouds bcha.vo. If they gather r.'ipld- 
ly, a weather disliirbanco of quick 
iiction is indicated- a tluinfleratorm 
or a s(|iiall of .small extent ,inil short 
duration. 

A bright light .teen in a fog a I 
night is '•encircled liy a colored ring, 
red on the outslde. On .-i. misly night 
tiie moon li.-m .such ,in appeaiance 
In either cii.so the phenomenon is due 
to tho bending of llgiit r.'iy.s as I hey 
pass through suspended droplets of 
moisture. Th<» larger the dloplots, 
tho smaller tho ring that onclrclus 
tlio moon.
